Parking lots improved, 
S.MAR.T. area built 

The South Baldwin ,A\e. parking lot in Sierra 
Madre is undergoing improvement to provide a 
S.M.A.R.T. waiting area which allows those persons 
wailing for a taxi a place to rest. 

Aeeording to .lim MeRea, city administiaioi, 
two handicapped spaces have been added to the 
parking lot while one parkitig space was dis¬ 
continued to make room Uu' that additioti. 

There are two public phottes, a bus shelter 
at that eentral point iti Sierra Madre lor itse i>l the 
local triittsportaiioti systetn. 

This project was funded with local return funds 
of Propositiott .A. 

.'\ C omtnutiitv Development Block Citattt pat- 
tiallv futtded the North .Auburti Ave. parkitig lot 
iniprovenietit that ittereased the area Itvitn 32 to 
52 spaces. The grata pays $36,(XX) ol the approx- 
iniale $45,000 total cost. 

The City Coutieil in reeetit weeks voted to 
itnprove the 22 bus stops iti Sierra Madte, install- 
itie trash cans, loaditig areas and the placement ol 
four shelters that are solar-powered. 

The new strueture on Suffolk, beitig built by 
Nancy and Herb Shollenberger, itielitdes a seeotid ■ 
story and has six parking spaces, four in back 
and two iti frotit. The platt was originally turned 
dovvti by ihe Platmitig Comtnission, because, the 
group believed, a two-story bitilditig iti that atea 
was not appropriate. 

1 he Sholleiibergers appealed to the City C oun- 
eil who approved the building providing the lot re- 
niaitis free and clear if the city wishes to develop 
the property. ’Hie Sholletibergers were also inslruel- 
ed to install a two-foot planter with safety barriers 
on the north side of the building. 


For a little while Monday evening and early 
Tuesday, police and sheriff’s deputies thought they 
might have cornered the male who has been at¬ 
tacking and murdering people in the San Gabriel 
and San Fernando Valleys since as far back as 
March. 

However, the suspect for whom authorities 
combed San Marino and the county area turned 
himself into Monterey F^ark police at 4 a.m. Tues¬ 
day. He is a male Juvenile who had traffic war¬ 
rants against him and was afraid he was going to 
be arrested. 

He is the same individual who was stopped by 
a San Marino policeman Monday about 8:45 p.m. 
The suspect took off by foot and an officer who 
was 20 feet away felt the suspect bore some re¬ 
semblance to the so-called “Night Stalker or 
“Valley Intruder” who has terrorized this area 
for months. 

The “Stalker” is described as about 6 feet tall, 
150 pounds, with curly brown hair and stained, 
gapped teeth. 

A house-to-house, block-by-block search took 
place in a two-block area around San Gabriel Blvd. 
and Huntington Dr. Monday. Helicopters and four 
dog teams joined the foot search to no avail. 

The four-hour search in San Marino was 
discontinued Tuesday at 1 a.m. 

County Sheriff’s Deputy John Broussard told 
The News Tuesday that all law enforcement agencies 
are reporting up to 50% more calls, causing sta¬ 
tions to be considerably busier than before the 
murderer started his devastating swath through the 
\“alleys. l\-ople are reporting all suspickras persons 
or instances. 

“That shows that the entire community is con¬ 


cerned. We do not want to create a false sense of 
security in any of the towns. The suspect seems to 
diversify (his MO) and is using bludgeoning wea¬ 
pons, guns, knives,” Broussard says. 

Of the “25 to 30” recent attacks seven are 
definitely attributed to the “Stalker” or “Intru¬ 
der,” Broussard explains. 

Those seven include the following: 

— Tsal-Lian Yu, female, Monterey Park, Mar. 17, 
murdered; 

— Dayle Okasaki, female, Rosemead, Mar. 17, 
murdered; 

— Mabel Bell, female, Monrovia, June 1, nuir- 
tally injured and died later; 

— Flatty Elaine Higgins, female, Arcadia, June 28, 
murdered; 

— Mary Cannon, female, Arcadia, July 2, mur¬ 
dered; 

— Chainarong Khovanath, male. Sun Valley, July 
20, murdered (LAPD case); 

— Elyas Abowath, male. Diamond Bar, Aug. 8, 
murdered. 

Broussard says there are no siniilaries in age, 
sex or nationality. The killer has used blunt objects 
to bludgeon victims to death, guns to shoot ihem 
to death and knives. 

Broussard reiterated that a task force has been 
formed and members are looking into all leads and 
responding to any sightings related to the suspect. 

The News asked Broussard if the suspect could 
have changed how he looks so that the composite 
which was printed in last week’s edition would 
not resemble the suspect. Broussard says that is 
always possible. 

“Lock up and light up every night and re¬ 
port all strange activity,” Broussard cautions every¬ 
one.

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Buckle up for safety 

No one knows the dangers of driving 
iike a race car driver — the risk of crash¬ 
ing if a spiit-second decision goes wrong 
or another vehicie goes out of controi. 
But a professionai driver wouid never 
think of starting up his race car without 
being buckied up in a safety beit.

About one-half of the more than 
50,000 people who die each year in traffic 
accidents might have survived if they had 
been wearing their safety belts.

Lewis I ohi 111 Siena Maihcasks: 


Q. Our Oalieo eat has always had smooth 
fur on her b;iek. Keeenlly, she has developeil 
spikes of fur, Ol lumps, held together by oil 
or a grease-like substance. She will let us 
brush her, but will not stand a comb being 
run through these lumps.She had this coiuliiioi! 
about two years ago, but got rid ol them 
by pulling them out. Is ihis caused by diet, 
grooming, or is it a meilieal pioblem? 

A After consulting several reference books 
and talking with an established cal breeder in 
the area, the |iroblem your Calico seems to have 
could be ‘‘stud tail.” Ihis condition is similar 
lo acne in lhal it’s caused by over-secretion 
of sebaceous glands. As you part the hair in 
the affected ;ue;i, you may see an aceumula- 
lion ol wavy, brown material. In severe eases, 
the hair follicles become mieeled. I he hair 
becomes matieil ami greasy, ilevelops a rancid 
odor ;md may fall out. 

Your cal will not allow you lo comb out 
these mats because it is painful lo pull her 
hair. Resides, with the accumuhilion ol grease, 
combing is futile. 

lo alleviate Ihis comliiion, wash the af- 
feeieil area with an anti-seborrhea shampoo 
(.Selsun nine, Seleen, I hiomar or Sehulone) 
and sprinkle corn starch or baby powiler on 
the area. You should then be able lo gently 
untangle the mats. It the area still seems lemler, 
the skin nuiy be infected. Yon will notice 
redness, the skin will feel warm and be firmer 
than normal. In this c;ise, clip away the hair 
and apply it warm poultice made from I 
Isp. of salt in a quart of water for 15 
minutes, .1 limes a day. If an abscess or 
Iwil is evident, let your vet treat your cal 
since antibiotics are generally needetl. 

Lo prevent future episodes of ‘‘stud tail,” 
brush your Calico often, and apply cornstarch 
or baby powtlei to your cal’s fur about I 
week. Ihis will aid in absorbing the excess 
oil lhal accumulates.

“With an election due 
next April, I am sure 
there will be a few addi¬ 
tions to the audience at 
council meetings bet¬ 
ween now and then.

‘‘Everybody up and get downsiaii'.” 

Dad's voice boomed up the narrow stair¬ 
way and literally blasted us Irorn oui warm 
beds where all of us were sleeping as (uily 
children can sleep itt eold, piedawn hours. 
Alarmed, we stumbled groggily out into the hall 
and felt our way down the steep steps to the 
front hall and then the dining room. 

A kerosene lamp was I'lt the tttble tinsl our 
silhouettes made flickering shadows on the ted 
wallpaper as we filed into the kitchen. Mamma 
was waiting for us at the back door. 

“Come outside. 1 want you to see sotne 
thing,” she said as we groped out wtty I tom 
the dim light in the kitehen to the tnitsule 


darkness. On the well platform just outside 
the back door, my father was talking in hushed 
tones with some neighbors and all were facing 
the northern horizon of the star-studded sky. 

,-\s we joined the group, my father raised 
his arm and pointed to the northeast and said, 
“hook there. I wanted you to see it while it 
is so plain to the naked eye.” 

l.ow in the sky, just over the black line 
of the swaybacked roof of Dellaven’s barn 
across the alley, we saw it, a gigantic bright 
star alternately glowing and fading and follow¬ 
ed by a fiery tail that seemed to be writhing 
in space and changing in size. It was Iright- 
ening to see. It was Halley’s Comet, 

the year was 1910 and it was a cold, 
dark, early spring morning when we stood there 
and watched the ‘‘Thing.” It had been the 
source of most of the news for many weeks. 
On the street, at the village post office, in 
school atid in our home, the implications, real 
and imagined, were endlessly rev iewed. 

I was 8 years old at the time, too young 
to read the newspapers, but from the con¬ 
versation of those who did, no horrible detail 
was left uncovered. 

The scare-head writers of the day wasted 
no opportunity to fill their columns with what 
happen and overlooked no possibility. 
I hey soletmily quoted learned scientists who 
assured us that there was indeed a possibility

of a collision with the earth, resulting in 
instant disintegration for us all as well as our 
planet. 

Others declared the comet would miss the 
earth but the fiery tail would swish close 
enough to incinerate everyone. 

In either case, it was not a happy prospect 
and the predictions were all the more direful 
because there was constant reference to the 
unimaginable size of the comet, some even said 
millions of times larger than our earth. 

1 stood there in the ark, clutching Mam¬ 
ma’s robe in one hand and trying to hold my 
thin cotton-flannel gown against my shivering 
legs with the other. The air was raw and 
damp, the boards of the well platform rough 
and splintery, and inside 1 was filled with 
dread. 

I looked fearfully at the comet as it moved 
across the sky, waving, undulating, glowing 
and then fading, only to burst into a new 
fiery brightness. It seemed alive and very evil. 

One of the neighbor men addressed Dad 
in a way he thought facetious. ‘‘Well, John, 
d’ye think we’ll be roasted or squashed?” 
followed by a whinnying laugh. 

The cold pre-dawn wind swept our group 
and 1 thought of the warm kitchen just behind 
me where a crackling wood fire was glowing 
through the front grate of the old, black cook- 
stove. 


Inside was warmth and what had always 
meant security for me. The kerosene lamp on 
the oval walnut table, throwing an aura ot 
coziness over the red-checked table cloth, the 
hickory chaiis, the dishes on the battered 
counter of the kitchen cabinet, all represented 
the best of all worlds for me. The singing 
teakettle on the hot stove top was part and par¬ 
cel of what I loved best. Was it all to be 
taken away in a blast of flame or a crash 
that would destroy the earth? 

I shivered again and Mamma said. We 
had better go inside now. We’ve had a good 
look at it and we can see it again it we 
want to.” 

All of us went back to bed except Dad. 
He was an early riser regardless of the cir¬ 
cumstances or time ol year and not even a 
comet could disturb his habit of getting up at 
4 in the morning, buikling a lire and waiting 
for daylight. 

1 got back in my bed, now cold and 
clammy, but I do not remember if I slept 
anymore. Perhaps 1 did. because sleep comes 
naturally to a child. I vvas once more in bed, 
with the comet out ol sight if not out of 
mind. I did see it many times that spring 
before it faded from view and was seen no more.

Celebration planned for historic Tufts home

The historic Tufts home at 159 W. Montecito, 
is 101 years old, cause for celebration. On Satur¬ 
day, Aug. 24, 5 to 9 p.m., the Lenten family, 
present owners, will be welcoming friends to the 
home for a social evening, to celebrate the longevity 
of the 1884 house. 

The residence has been occupied all these years 
and is one of the stops on Sierra Madre His¬ 
torical Society’s annual historic city bus tour.

Rushmore sculptor Borglum

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A trip through Europe 
on Gossamer rail tracks 


By Christopher Houser 

With the flexibility 
and pleasure afforded by 
a Eurailpass or separate 
European country train 
pass, you can put to¬ 
gether a tour that is just 
right or you — whether 
it’s a first trip or a re¬ 
turn to favorite regions 
in Europe. 

Europe, as covered by 
the Eurailpass, consists 
of 16 countries and over 
100,000 miles of rail 
lines. The railroads go 
everywhere, from the 
most scenic and remote 
villages to the exciting 
major cities of each 
country. Thousands of 
trains run daily and on 
many routes from any 
city to any other city, 
they run with an hourly 
frequency. 

We flew the polar 
route to Paris, there 
overnight at a pleasant 
hotel two blocks from 
the Gare de Lyon train 
station. Next morning 
we started our 15-day 
time limit — then board¬ 
ed the Trench National 
Railways TGV. The 
TGV is the newest train 
technology operating in 
the world, an exciting 
train that runs smoothly 
at 160 miles per hour. 

We glided through the 
French countryside, then 
slowed as we approached 
Switzerland, arriving in 
Geneva in 3% hours. Af¬ 
ter lunch we boarded a 



Swiss Intercity (1C) train 
for Zurich — three hours 
away through the cities, 
hamlets and by the lakes 
and green rolling hill¬ 
sides, dotted with rural 
Swiss homes that are 
jewels of chalet architec¬ 
ture. 

Next morning we set 
our watches from Calif¬ 
ornia to Swiss time, us¬ 
ing the Trans European 
Express (TEE) Gottardo 
8:35 a.m. timetable de¬ 
parture as our reference. 
All the Swiss trains run 
like the proverbial Swiss 
watch. 

The Gottardo took us 
through some 80 tunnels, 
including a spiral one 
carved inside the moun¬ 
tain to gain altitude, past 


church and village of 
Wassen, into the nine- 
mile St. Gothhard Tun¬ 
nel, then down through 
four more spirals, tow¬ 
ard the Ticino River Val¬ 
ley, and finally reaching 
Lake Lugano in the 
south of Switzerland. 

The next day we took 
a short train ride to Lu¬ 
zern and boarded the 
SBB (Schweizeri.sche Bun- 
desbahnen) narrow gauge 
line to .Mpnachstad. From 
the station, we walked a 
few hundred feet to the 
lower terminus of the 
Pilatus Railway — a pri- 
\ate line which is not 
part of Eurailpass. 

Tlic dinib to Pilatus 
Kuhn is not to he miss¬ 
ed. It’s a cog line with 


45 degrees at its steep¬ 
est. The trip up the 
mountain gives you the 
discordant and charming 
symphony of cow bells, 
crisp and very clear fo¬ 
rest-scented air, sun of¬ 
ten and a view from the 
top that used to be re¬ 
served solely for the 
Gods. You will not for¬ 
get it. 

After Pilatus, we took 
the Eurailpass SBB nar¬ 
row gauge rack line over 
the Brunig Pass to Inter¬ 
laken. 

From Zurich we board¬ 
ed the TEE Rheingold 
for a l(X)-mile-per-hour 
run north through Ger¬ 
many, paralleling the 
Rhein’s West bank, then 
through the Rhein 
Gorge, past the Loreley 
Rock, to Kohl — which 
was reserved in advance. 

Two days later, after 
a short rest, we trained 
from Cologne to Am¬ 
sterdam for lunch and a 
walk and then returned 
to Cologne. 

At midnight, as with 
Cinderella, our Eurail- 
passes expired and we 
felt a feeling ot loss — 
of bidding an old friend 
goodbye — no more 
trains. 

I’urailpass holders do 
not always disengage 
completely and we did 
buy in Paris a foiir-day 
Paris Sesame pass for 
unlimited use on the

In spite of 
its narrow lot, R3 zon¬ 
ing sealed its fate. 

More unfortunate for 
Sierra Madre is the un¬ 
mitigated exploitation of 
R1 properties with the 
bootlegging of rental 
units on single-family 
lots. The owners, fre¬ 
quently absentee, profit 
at the expense of their 
neighbors. 

To add to the insult, 
one hears the boast that 
when the street is suf¬ 
ficiently victimized, the 
zoning will automatically 
change to R3. 1 am told 


that such a claim is fic¬ 
tion, but its proponents 
believe it, even the law¬ 
yers among them. They 
busy themselves with 
seeking out old adjoin¬ 
ing properties to pack¬ 
age them for future 
“highest use” develop¬ 
ment. A prime example 
of such abuse is Syca¬ 
more Place, one of the 
city’s most picturesque 
old streets. 

Like L. Fowler, I too 
wonder at the direction 
of Sierra Madre. We give 
lip-service in praise of 
its quaint charm, its 
quiet, tree-shaded streets, 
its friendliness, while at 
the same time allowing 
apathy to take its relent¬ 
less toll. 

The loss of one old 
house in itself may be 
of no great consequence, 
but its portent is sig¬ 
nificant.

Plague discovered 
at Chantry Flats 


The Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Health Services reports 
that sylvatic plague has 
been identified in wild 
animals in three loca- 
lions within the county. 

Ground squirrels col¬ 
lected at Chantry Flat 
and at the U.S. Forest 
Service information booth, 
north of .\zusa, have been 
confirmed positive for 
sylvatic plague. 

Additionally, four 
coyotes collected within 
the Santa Anita Hood 
debris basin have been 
found to be positive. 

Chantry Flat, north of 
Sierra Madre, is a 
U.S. Forest Service pic¬ 
nic and camping facility 
within the Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest. This loca¬ 
tion has had previous in¬ 
cidence of sylvatic plague 
in 1978. 

Sylvatic plague is en¬ 
demic to the San Gab¬ 
riel mountains and affects 




wild animals, especially 
ground squirrels. It is a 
bacterial infection and 
can be transmitted to hu¬ 
mans through the bite of 
an infected flea. In hu¬ 
mans, the disease usually 
occurs as bubonic plague. 

Plague symptoms in 
humans include enlarge¬ 
ment of lymph glands 
(buboes) near the flea 
bite area followed by 
rapid onset of fever with 
ehills. If untreated, bu¬ 
bonic plague often pio- 
giesses to septicemia and 
. terminal plague pneu¬ 
monia which can be fatal. 
If diagnosed in time, it 
is curable with anti¬ 
biotics. 

For additional infor¬ 
mation regarding plague 
or to report observations 
of dead squirrels at camp¬ 
ing locations, telephone 
the Vector Control Pro¬ 
gram of the Department 
of Health Services at

Chrys and Nile Dimit- f 
ry, subscribers to the 
Sierra Madre News and 
visitors in Sierra Madre ^ 
from England, had that 
experience Thursday ^ 
when they flew from 
their home in England ! 
across the world to Sier- J 
ra Madre, arriving here 
at 8:30 p.m. * 

Going back, of cour.se, ^ 
theirs will be a 16-hour 
day since they will lose 
those extra eight hours. 

Chrys is the daughter 
of Hugh Warden, Sierra 
Madre, and the late Vc- 
roniea Warden. They are 
also visiting Nile’s mo¬ 
ther, .loyce Mays of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

As a native Sierra 
Madrean, Chrys doesn’t 
like to see her hometown 
changed. “It looks like 
the Sierra Madre Hotel 
is changed again. 1 don’t 
like to see Roess Mar¬ 
ket’s name changed. 1 do 
like the change at the old 
city hall . . . It’s sad 
to see all the old houses 
go and apartment houses 
built up. 1 hope there 
aren’t many more chan¬ 
ges in town,” Chrys 
says. 

Fhe Dimitrys live in a 
home named Sunset 
Pines at Huiy St. Ed¬ 
munds (which means St. 
Edmunds is buried in 
the town). They have a 
bungalow on an acre ot 
ground and have geese 
and chickens and show 
' Pugs at dog shows 
I around the eountryside. 

Chrys loves England 
^ even though their home 
I is located in northern 
England (about where 
' mid-Canada is latitudi- 
k nally). In the summer, 
sunrise is 3:30 a.m. and 
y sunset is 10:30 p.m. In 


the winter, however, 
there are about four to 
five hours of sunlight. 
Right now it’s between 
60 - 70 degrees at their 
home. 


Compared to the U.S., 
television is very dif¬ 
ferent, they say. “The 
news is biased. We have 
four channels, BBC 1 
and BBC II, ITV (an 
independent station) and 
Channel 4, an offshoot 
of nv. BBC has no 
eommcrcials and we 
have to pay a license 
fee of about $56 for the 
use of the station. In 
fact, they come around 
with a van with radar 
and check if you’re using 
it or not. If you are 
and you haven’t paid 
your license fee, you are 
fined 250 pounds.” 

The Dimitrys say “So¬ 
cialism doesn’t work.” 
They further say that 
there is a lot of crime in 
England but “they just 
don’t talk about it. 
Fhere’re a lot ol bi¬ 
zarre crimes over there. 
Here, there are crimes 
of greed. In Britain 
there is no capital pu¬ 
nishment, only lile im¬ 
prisonment. Guns arc. 
\ery plentiful,” Niles 
says. He explains that he 
has 12 handeuns. a rille 


and two shotguns besides 
eight to 10 antique guns. 
It is necessary to have 
a fire arm certificate for 
handguns and rifles. 

The British believe 
the violent American 
movies and think the po¬ 
lice here “are mostly in 
gun fights.” They also 
think most Americans 
speak with a Southern 
accent and accuse the Di¬ 
mitrys of being Can¬ 
adians because they 
don’t have that accent. 

Chrys says she recently 
saw the original “Inva¬ 


sion of the Body Snatch¬ 
ers,” a movie filmed in 
Sierra Madre. She taped 
it and with the new ver¬ 
sion of the movie, had 
a double-bill at the of¬ 
ficers’ club there. 

Would they like to re¬ 
turn to Sierra Madre to 
live? They will probably 
move to the desert, they 
say.

$470 and have to be used where there are no neigh¬ 
bors” Lott explained. “Neighborhood agents and 
retail outlets arc needed everywhere to spread the 
news of this new ‘No Rape, M’Eady’ system.’

(white wine). 

— 1983 Rustcr Beeren¬ 
auslese (white wine). 

The ATF warned 
people not to drink the 
wine, cautioning that 
diethylene glycol may 
cause nausea, kidney 
dysfunction or death 
when ingested in certain 
quantities. 

Several steps are be¬ 
ing taken by ATF to en¬ 
sure that Austrian wine 
is safe to drink. ATF 
and customs are requir¬ 
ing a complete labora¬ 
tory analysis of all Aus¬ 
trian wine for diethylene 
glycol before entering 
the United States. To 
make sure that Austrian 
wine already in the Uni¬ 
ted States does not con¬ 
tain the chemical, whole¬ 
salers and importers 
have been asked to with¬ 
hold Austrian wines 
from sale, pending labo- 
raotry tests.
